First edition of the De mundo as edited by Budé, published by Badius with Philo 
Judaeuss work of the same name and densely annotated by a near- 


contemporary reader. 


Aristotle’s De coelo shaped the notions of the universe and man at its centre in 
Western culture and exerted a major influence on astronomy and cosmology up to 
Galileo and Kepler. It was largely through interpretations, commentaries, and 
challenges of Aristotelian notions that the new science of the sixteenth century was 


formed. 


Badiuss Latin edition was accompanied by a Greek version (26 ff., separately 
registered and with separate title), presumably unnecessary to the near- 
contemporary reader, most likely a university student (at Paris?) who densely 
annotates our copy. Despite this functional approach, a woodcut frontispiece has 
been bound in, taken from Calvarini' 15 42 edition of the same text.

Extremely rare first edition of this Bildungsroman by Antonio Bianchi 
(с. 1720-1772), a peculiar figure of gondolier, poet, and philosopher, who won 
the esteem and patronage of the Venetian aristocracy, including the doge Pietro 
Grimani, but was despised and begrudged by ‘professional’ writers. 


П filosofo veneziano, which fits into the wider genre of the philosophical novel started 
by Chiari's La filosofessa italiana, responds to the moralistic needs of a dissolute and 
contradictory society which already foresees its own decay. The book, dedicated to 
the merchant Niccoló Gherro, denounces the debauchery and the excesses of the 
time, as opposed to the modesty and sobriety of the ancients, and portrays a 
humanity slave to money and senses, where women are the very image of evil. 


The protagonist of the novel is Venanzio, a young man torn between passion and 
reason, in a Venice described with poignant precision and sentiment. His story runs 
parallel to that of his ‘wiser’ brother Giovanni, victim of their evil stepmother, 
condemned to exile in distant lands (a strand which follows more closely the 
schemes of the classic adventure novel). The story generally follows the patterns of 
comedy, inspired by established theatrical models, and uses different styles and 
registers, alternating archaisms with neologisms, refined expressions and coarse 
ones; an unconventional use of language which does not necessarily agree with the 


ideology of the author, who is strongly reactionary and conservative. With his 
expressionistic force, though, Bianchi succeeds in conveying a significant portrait of 
Venetian society by then at its sunset (see Marilia Ciampi Righetti in Notiziario 
Bibliografico, no. 44 (December 2003), p. 28). 


Born in Venice in the first quarter of the eighteenth century, Antonio Bianchi 
worked for many years as a gondolier until he gained the patronage of doge Grimani, 
which allowed him to dedicate himself solely to poetry. His first published work was 
Il Davide те d'Israele poema eroico sagro di Antonio Bianchi servitore di gondola 
veneziano (Venezia, Girolamo Marconi, 1751), sponsored by a large group of 
subscribers which included, among others, Francesco Algarotti, Giovanni Battista 
Tiepolo, Antonio Canal (Canaletto), Lodovico Manin, Joseph Smith (the British 
Consul and collector), Giorgio Baffo, Marco Foscarini, and doge Grimani himself. 
The work was an enormous success and went through a second edition later the same 
year. Bianchi, by now a full-time writer, went on to publish many other works in 
verse which, although not always of good quality, kept enjoying considerable success, 
giving rise to criticism and jealousy by fellow contemporary writers, who even 
accused him of being nothing but the mouthpiece of the doge. The critics did not 
slow Bianchi’s literary output, which culminated in 1770 with the publication of his 
first and only novel, И filosofo veneziano. The year 1772 saw the beginning of the 
publication of his collected works, but the fact that only one volume ofa planned six- 
volume edition was effectively printed, suggests that Bianchi might have died shortly 
after the publication of the first volume.

The recipient was Hew Morrison, the first City Librarian of 
Edinburgh and a collector of Gaelic printing, who here notes in pencil the works in 
the library of W.R. Smith of Washington DC, especially in the portion on US 
editions (pp. 85-101), for which he adds extensive bibliographical information.

First edition, scarce on the market, of this guide to Holkham Hall in Norfolk, 
the magnificent eighteenth-century Palladian country house built for Thomas Coke, 
first Earl of Leicester, intended by its author to improve upon previous guides, not 
least in describing the Hall’s library, which the preface claims ‘contains the richest 
collection in England of manuscripts and other books of reference’. 


Moving through the rooms of the house, Dawson details the Hall’s exceptional 
architecture, chimney pieces and ceilings, busts and statues, paintings, tapestries, 
and furniture. In his description of the library (pp. 82-88) he notes that some of its 
eight hundred manuscripts ‘are yet in the binder’s hands’ and records William 
Roscoe’s contribution to their care, before singling out codices of works by Livy, 
Petrarch, Dante, Caesar, and Boccaccio, а fourteenth-century Bible, and a volume of 
drawings by Raphael. The library at Holkham remains to this day one of the most 
significant private colle&ions in the world. 


Dawson ends his volume with a description of the Halls park and gardens, together 
with ‘a brief sketch of Holkham sheep shearing’ He notes that those wishing to view 
the house should apply to the owner Thomas William Coke (1754-1842, politician 
and agricultural reformer), ‘who has never refused his permission’.

First edition of the first English translation of Isaac Barrow’s best-selling 
textbook on Euclid. According to Barrow’s contemporary, the Puritan and Master 
of Trinity College, Cambridge, Thomas Hill (d. 1653), Barrow (1630-1677) first 
turned to Euclid in order to obtain a ‘sound foundation’ in mathematics, which he 
believed essential to the study of astronomy and chronology. Barrow completed the 
first draft of this textbook in around 1654; his purpose was ‘to provide beginners 
with a clear and concise, yet full and accurate, rendering of Euclid’s text’ (Feingold, 
pp. 40-41). Consequently, the work is testament both to Barrow’s high esteem for 
ancient authority and his clear dedication to education. A particularly influential 
model for his work - as specified in the preface - was the Elementa geometriae 
(1654) of the Flemish Jesuit Andreas Tacquet (1612-1660), but whereas Tacquet 
only treated the first eight books of Euclid, Barrow covered all fifteen. Barrow’s 
work was eventually published, in Latin, in 1655, the year in which Barrow left 
England for France as the radical attacks on the University of Cambridge reached 
their zenith. 
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Barrow himself appeared to place little importance оп his textbook of Euclid, which 
was primarily written for pedagogic purposes and later reprinted for monetary 
reasons. It became, however, Barrow’s most popular work: by the mid-eighteenth 
century, it had gone through more than fifty editions. Nor should we underestimate 
the importance which Barrow attached to mathematical study in general, if not to 
his textbook on Euclid specifically: his citation of a quote from the Stoic 
philosopher Hierocles – ‘a knowledge of mathematics is the purification of the 
rational mind’ – on the title-page of both the Latin and English editions underlines 
Barrow’s belief that mathematical studies brought him closer to God. Moreover, it 
appears clear from Barrow’s lectures that he ‘accorded geometry supremacy over 
other branches of mathematics’ (Feingold, p. 41). 


This English translation was first published іп 1660, the year in which Barrow – ап 
ardent Royalist who rejoiced at news of the Restoration – was appointed Regius 
Professor of Greek at Cambridge. Three years later, he was appointed to the first 
Lucasian Chair of Mathematics and in 1672 Master of Trinity College. Though a 
textbook primarily for students, his study of Euclid still managed to excite the great 
minds of his generation: a copy heavily annotated by Barrow’s successor to the 
Lucasian Chair, Isaac Newton, can still be viewed in the Wren library, Trinity 
College. 


Although this copy was not annotated, inscriptions on the front pastedown and 
opening blank pages reveal a remarkable ownership history comprising some of the 
most celebrated geologists of the eighteenth, nineteenth, and twentieth centuries. 
The first of these was William Smith (1769-1839), who purchased this copy іп 
January 1790 at Stow-on-the-Wold, Gloucestershire, while serving as assistant to the 
land surveyor Edward Webb (1751-1828). Although largely unrecognised in his 
early life – which included a stint in debtor's prison – Smith later gained recognition 
as ‘the Father of English geology, largely on account his Geological Map, first 
published in 1815. 
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Ownership of Barrow’s Euclid next passed to Smith's nephew John Phillips (1800– 
1874), who was placed under Smith’s care in 1807 following the death of his parents 
and who became Smith's assistant in 1820. In later years, Phillips established his 


own reputation as a distinguished geologist, and his numerous prestigious 
appointments included Professor of Geology at Oxford (from 1860), keeper of the 
Ashmolean Museum (1854-1870), keeper of the University Museum (from 1857), 
president of the Geological Society (1858-1860), and president of the British 
Association for the Advancement of Science (in 1865). 


From Phillips the copy passed to another prominent geologist — and palaeontologist 
- Henry Bolingbroke Woodward (1832-1921), who, as president of the Geologists’ 
Association in 1873-4, must surely have known Phillips: in later years, Woodward 
also became one of Phillips's successors as president of the Geological Society 


geologist Charles Davies Sherborn (1861-1942), who was given this copy by 
Woodward’s daughter Gertrude — herself a notable scientific illustrator — in 1923. 
That the copy was likely a gift is suggested by the extensive earlier collaboration 
between Woodward and Sherborn: Sherborn was first engaged to mount and 
prepare fossils in the British Museum by Woodward in 1888 (Woodward himself 
dod Y had become keeper of the geological department at the Museum in 1880). In later 

ФР. life, Sherborn achieved widespread fame for his Index Animalium, а complete list of 
every living and extinct animal discovered between 1744 and 1850; he also became 
a founding member and first president of the Society for the Bibliography of Natural 
History, and remained a near-permanent fixture at the Natural History Museum 


until his death.

First and only edition of the sole published work by the Italian nobleman Giovanni 
Marco Fagnani (1524-1609), an epic poem recounting Ambrose of Milan’s 
campaign against local Arians in late fourth-century Lombardy. 


The poem, composed of six books іп dactylic hexameters, recounts how Ambrose 
managed to drive the Arians out of Milan, before eventually defeating them in Varese, 
where a church was subsequently erected in his honour. Ambrose was a common symbol 
of Milanese pride, and his victory over the Arians is presented by Fagnani not so much as 
the victory of a pious saint over the evils of heresy, but rather the victory of the valiant, 
brave Milanese subjugating and expelling a pernicious foreign force: even Ambrose is 
described as ‘not only of exceptional holiness, but also truly skilled in the art of war’ (p. 5 
trans.). In doing so, Fagnani appears to have been partly influenced by the work of the 
Milanese historian Gaspare Bugati, whom Fagnani cites. In his Historia Universale, first 
published in 1570, Bugati had also claimed that Ambrose 'defended Catholicism not only 
with orations and with fasting; but often with arms' (p. 87). 


Also included are a number of short poems prefixed to each book by Cesare Millefanti 
(1556—1640), a canon at the church of Santa Maria della Scala.

A pocket-edition of Grotius’s argument for the Christian religion; a very good copy 
with reading marks by the English pamphleteer Isaac Sharpe. 


"Ihe formal purpose of the work was to persuade Jews or Muslims to convert to 
Christianity, and Grotius used two kinds of argument. The first and less important was 
the claim that the historical records of Christ’s miraculous status were probably true. The 
second type of argument was based on the same analysis of what we might call “natural” 
religion as that provided in De iure belli ac pacis. The moral point ofa religion was to elicit 
from men conduct appropriate to the needs of society, and Christianity fulfilled this 
purpose far better than its principal competitors’ (Tuck, p. 195). Grotius composed this 
work during his imprisonment of 1619-21 and published an initial version in Dutch in 
1622. The Latin version, which enjoyed an extremely wide readership, first appeared in 
1628. The 1640 Paris edition, which this reprints, was the first to include Grotiuss 
annotations. 


Provenance: Isaac Sharpe (or Sharp, с. 1659-1757) was admitted to Magdalene in 1677 
and elected a fellow in 1683. He was ordained in 1685 and, as curate of Stepney, 
published a string of anonymous and pseudonymous pamphlets in the first two decades 
of the eighteenth century.

First edition of the first complete English translation, following Barksdale’s 
abridgement, of Grotius’s landmark work of political philosophy, the first 
treatise on international law. 


First published in Latin in 1625, Grotius’s Rights of War and Peace ‘became the basic 
manual for both the theoretical justification and the entire practice of the 
international law of war as well as of international law in general for the whole period 
of the ancien régime in Europe’ (Duchhardt, p. 288). ‘It would be hard to imagine 
any work more central to the intellectual world of the Enlightenment ... [By] the 
time of the post-First World War settlement, Grotius was regarded almost 
exclusively as the founder of modern civilized interstate relations, and as a suitable 
tutelary presence for the new Peace Palace at The Hague ... [In] some ways that was 
to radically misunderstand Grotius’s views on war; he was in fact much more of an 
apologist for aggression and violence than many of his more genuinely innovative 
qualities of his moral theory, qualities that entitle him to an essential place in the 


history of political theory ..? (Tuck, pp. xi-xii). 
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The first translation into English, by Clement Barksdale and published in 1654 
under the title ‘On the Laws of Warre and Peace; was dismissed by William 
Whewell as ‘a small and worthless abridgement: Evatss translation was thus the first 
to render the ‘ius’ of the title using the English word ‘tights’ and the first to convey 
the entire text. 


This copy features a few manuscript corrections to printing errors (including a 
perceived error of syntax) and cross-references in the index, referring to the question 
of resistance to the supreme power.

Despite its place as perhaps Hale’s most consequential work, the History and 
Analysis was left at his death only as le&ure notes and not published until 1713.

Second edition of a classic of Himalayan travel literature in the early years of 
Himalayan exploration, by the celebrated botanist Joseph Dalton Hooker 
(1817-1911). 
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Hooker, his father’s successor as director of Kew Gardens and а close friend of 
Darwin, left England for India in the winter of 1847 and spent three years travelling 
through the Sikkim and East Nepal Himalayas, alongside the British government 
agent Dr Archibald Campbell (1805-1874). Their journey took them through a 
number of locations as yet unexplored by Europeans; it also included, in November 
1849, their arrest and imprisonment by the Dewan of Sikkim (II, pp. 206-245), 
which was only ended by the intercession of the British government (Darwin, in a 
letter to Hooker of March 1854, earmarked this passage as being ‘very interesting’). 
Hooker’s primary interest was, however, botany, and particularly geographical 
botany, a field of study he himself pioneered. Altogether Hooker managed to collect 
over seven thousand species in India and Nepal; his discovery of more than twenty- 
five varieties of Rhododendrons helped contribute to the so-called ‘Rhododendron’ 
craze among British gardeners (see ODNB). 


Hooker first published of his travel account in 1854, which he dedicated to Darwin. 
This second edition was published the following year, and features a text revised and 
abridged by the author himself. While it does not include the foldout map or the 
coloured lithographs of the first edition, it does retain the many woodcut plates 
which depict the landscape, customs, and wildlife of the Himalayas and its people.

Baskerville’s celebrated edition of Juvenal and Persius, in splendid red 
morocco. 


Following the Virgil of 1757, Baskerville’s Juvenal and Persius is the second of his 
series of classical authors in quarto, and although the project was not abandoned, the 
Horace of the following year is a somewhat less ambitious duodecimo; the next 
quarto did not appear until 1770, and subsequent works (Lucretius, Catullus, 
Tibullus, and Propertius, Terence, and Sallust) were each accompanied by issues in 
smaller formats. While the ‘perfectionism and over-optimistic press runs’ of his 
more expensive books ‘consumed much of his fortune; his elegant and restrained 
types inspired the neo-classical typographic revolution of the following decades, 
influencing particularly the Didots and Bodoni (Oxford Companion to the Book).

Second edition of the most famous work of the French naturalist and explorer 
Francois Leguat (1637/8-1735). A French Huguenot originally from Bresse, 
Leguat was forced to flee France in 1689 following the Revocation of the Edict of 
Nantes. In Amsterdam, he joined forces with a number of fellow French Protestant 
exiles with the intention of establishing a new colony on the purportedly Edenic 
island of Réunion in the Indian Ocean. Instead, Leguat and his companions were 
marooned for two years on the then-uninhabited island of Rodrigues, which they 
eventually escaped in May 1693 with the aid of a home-made, wooden raft. 


Leguat’s account details his experiences in Rodrigues and his travels to various 
islands of the Indian Ocean, which he visited before his return to the Netherlands in 
1698. It is marked by a particular attention to local wildlife, some of which, such as 
the flightless Rodrigues solitaire bird (I, p. 98) and a number of varieties of giant 
tortoise (I, p. 89), were particular only to Rodrigues and became extinct soon after; 
it is this feature which makes the work ‘invaluable to naturalists’ (Pasfield Oliver). 
The Giant Tortoise and Cave Reserve on Rodrigues, first opened in 2007, bears 
Leguat’s name, in a testimony to his importance as a local naturalist. 


The first edition of Leguat’s work, which may well have been written with the aid of 
the fellow French Huguenot Maximilien Misson (с. 1650-1722), was published in 
Amsterdam in 1708 and met with a suspicion, which remains to this day, that the 
whole narrative was fictitious (see Howgego). Whatever the case, the work was 
swiftly followed with translations into Dutch, English, and German. This edition, 
the second in French, is the work of the Dutch printer David Mortier (1673-1728), 
then based in London. It is largely identical to the first and retains the impressive 
plates featuring maps of Rodrigues and Réunion and pictures of the many rare and 
exotic discoveries Leguat made during his travels, including a sea serpent, a 
pineapple, ‘an extraordinary ape of the island of Java, ‘divers kinds of Rhinoceros; “а 
Hottentot man in his summer dress, and “а Hottentot woman without her petticoat’

First edition, scarce, ofan anonymous historical romance about Mary Queen of 
Scots, published to coincide with the visit of George IV to Scotland in 1822, the 
first by a reigning monarch since that of Charles II in 1651. 


The preface, signed “Тһе authors; suggests the work was ‘sketched some years ago’ 
but ‘thrown aside for neglect, when a rumour arose, that an unknown author of great 
power was about to bring back to our ken the days and fortunes of Queen Mary’ 
(i.e. Walter Scott's The Abbot, 1820). Disappointed that the latter only covered her 
imprisonment and not her reign, the present authors rushed to get an abridged 
version of their earlier work into press. 


“We are proud of the national sentiment in Scotland which is associated with the 
name of Mary Queen of Scots. A simple chronicle of her sufferings was the first tale 
of sorrow over which we wept ... In graver manhood ... we are not ashamed to 
acknowledge, that we cannot peruse the volumes of her wrongs without emotion. 
This feeling, we believe, is very prevalent in our ancient kingdom of Scotland; and 
while it shall endure, and pervade the bulk of our population, may be held as а proof 
that loyalty, and the love of justice, and hatred of oppression, are among our 
permanent national characteristic ... There are thousands and tens of thousands of 
hearts which throb with the sufferings of their once persecuted queen' (pp. 192-3). 
Queen Elizabeth, meanwhile, was ‘worthless’ and ‘disgusting, ‘an arbitrary tyrant 
and an unamiable female ... her body was sterile and her end miserable’.

The collection opens with a nice analogy comparing a good king to a weaver, who 
appears to be sitting comfortably but is in fact continuously ‘working with his hands, 
feet, mouth, and whole body' for the successful outcome of his labours. "Ihe state is 
a great machine; Nieremberg continues, 'that the sovereign runs as he wishes; it 
depends entirely upon him to control all its movements, and he can, by malice or 
negligence, ruin it completely: While all kings are appointed by God, according to 
Nieremberg, the good ruler must know how to govern himself, must fear God and 
love his subjects, must recognise that he belongs to the state and not vice versa, and 
must lead with the ‘gentleness, goodness, and the ease of a father. He should show 
honesty, self-sacrifice and control, generosity and mercy, since repeated punishments 
and torments by a cruel prince will harm his standing as much as too many patients 
deaths ruin the reputation of a doctor. Several maxims are devoted to administering 
justice, choosing officers, counsellors and magistrates, maintaining law (it is better to 
have fewer laws well applied and respected than lots which are ignored), rewarding 
merit, preferring peace over war (‘iron and fire ravage, ruin, and destroy all things’), 
and avoiding excessive expenditure on ‘feasts, dances, games, comedies, 
tournaments, and other spectacles. 


Nieremberg’s Pensées are here bound with a later edition of the famous Mes pensées 
of La Beaumelle (1726-1773), a political work first published іп 1751 which met 
with success throughout Europe.

The printer Bernardino Barberis was active in Turin from 1799 to 1820, publishing 
religious texts alongside principally medical and scientific works.

A most interesting manuscript account book compiled by Dr Samuel Smith 
(1731-1808), Fellow of Trinity College Cambridge and Head Master of 
Westminster School. 


Smith was a King’s Scholar at Westminster before winning a scholarship at Trinity 
in 1751. He took his BA three years later, joined the Fellowship in 1756, and was 
awarded an LLD in 1764. This volume records parish accounts for the early years of 
his rectorship of St Peter’s (1762-85), before resuming in 1770 with daily receipts 
and expenses while Head Master at Westminster (1764-88). 


As one might hope from a Cambridge don and schoolmaster, the accounts contain 
several entries for books, generally of a classical, theological, or educational nature, 
purchased from the likes of ‘Mr [Thomas] Payne’ and ‘Mr [William] Ginger’ 
Examples include Graeviuss edition of Ciceros De Officiis, Thomas Newton’s 
Dissertations on the prophecies, and, fresh off the press, a copy of Proposals for an 
amendment of school-instruction (London, 1772). Smith subscribed to books too, 
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including Lawrence Holden’s 4 paraphrase on the Book of Isaiah, and Thomas 
Francklin’s translation of Lucian. He purchases prayerbooks from a Mrs Cole, ‘two 
spelling books for my children’ ‘a Virgil ... which belonged to Ld Derehurst; and 
makes regular payments to the newsman. In addition to his bibliophilic tendencies, 
the accounts also demonstrate Smith’s interest in art and music, as he visits 
exhibitions, buys picture frames, and pays the ‘Bp of Peterborough for a landscape by 
[Adam] Pynaker’ as well as taking his wife to see ‘Il Cid opera’ and Handel’s oratorio 
Alexander Balus. 


There are very practical payments (to a glazier for mending the chancel windows, to 
a ‘chimney doctor’ and for the clearing of sewers and gutters), as well as charitable 
contributions (subscriptions to the Westminster Infirmary and Grey Coat Hospital, 
gifts to the poor, Christmas boxes for the dustman, &c), but also occasional treats 
(oysters for his children, lobsters, Dublin beer, a backgammon table, and money 
won and lost at cards). In June 1770 Smith pays ‘Mr Small for inoculating two of my 
children’. The entries for income reveal that Smith received, for example, money 
from India and City bonds, from school fees, and from selling his father’s furniture 
via ‘Mr Christie’ 


The front pastedown bears a list of the impressive stocks of alcoholic beverages 
under Smith’s care in 1772 and 1773, including '76 bottles of Port at home; and 
supplies of Hock, Burgundy, Cherry Brandy, and "Рећапуз Rum’ in the ‘cellar in 
cloisters’ and ‘the room over the gate’ (presumably at Westminster).

Scarce first American edition in Yiddish of Stepniak’s first and most influential 
book. Written in Italian during exile in Switzerland following his assassination of 
Nikolai Mezentsov, chief of Alexander IT secret police, Underground Russia was 
published in 1882 and translated into English the following year. Comprising 
introductory essays on nihilism, propaganda, and terrorism, followed by biographies 
of early Russian revolutionaries and accounts of revolutionary incidents, the work 
was widely translated and influential in anti-Tsarist circles in Europe and America. 


Published in the wake of the Revolution, this translation is by Abraham Frumkin, 
one of the leading translators of mainly political literature into Yiddish and 
contributor to the daily New York paper Yiddishe Welt. This is the second Yiddish 
translation we have been able to trace, preceded only by an even rarer edition 
published by Shapiro in London in 1897 (issued in 17 Неће, according to the New 
York Public Library). The text is here prefaced by a short biography of Stepniak.

A scarce later edition of Swift's classic satires on corruption in religion and 
learning, as exemplified іп the conduct of Peter (Roman Catholicism), Martin 
(Luther), and Jack (Calvin) in the Tale of the Tub, and the spirited fight over the 
highest peak of Parnassus in the Battel of the Books. Both pieces were written at 
Moor Park about 1696-7, when Swift was acting as secretary to Sir William Temple, 
whose uncritical praise of the spurious Epistles of Phalaris had stirred up the 
controversy over ancient and modern learning. 


This tenth edition is fashioned after the fifth (1710), containing the author’s Apology 
and the explanatory notes, partly by Swift and partly by his adversary William 
Wotton (the latter used, of course, satirically). The humorous illustrations, which 
likewise first appeared in the fifth edition, are here newly engraved in smaller size to 
fit the format. 


Bathurst issued sheets of this edition both as the first volume in his Works of 
Dr. Jonathan Swift and, as here, with a cancel title for the single volume. ESTC 
records only three copies of this issue (BL, Bodley, and Bowdoin College).

Though for most hymns the tunes only are printed, 
there are words for Cowper’s ‘Hark, my бош” and one other, and at the end are the 
words and tunes for seven secular catches (in three parts), and the songs “The Lass of 
Peatie’s МШ; “The Yellow Наіга Laddie’, “The Soldier’s Return’ and ‘Gilderoy. The 
Appendix here adds fourteen more hymn tunes, including two apparently by 
Wilson himself. 


The music seller John Hamilton was active on the North Bridge from around 1796 
to 1811, normally at No. 24 – here ће is given at No. 26. We have been unable to 
identify the editor David Wilson with any certainty – he is named here as a “Teacher 
of Music’ from his house at the foot of Stonelaws Close, Cowgate. 


Very rare - there were evidently a number of printings under the same title, all 
undated. Together Library Hub and OCLC show copies of an edition of forty-eight 
pages, presumably the first, at NLS, Aberdeen, Edinburgh, and Pittsburgh; copies of 
the present edition at Illinois and (possibly) NLS; and an oblong octavo edition of 
sixty-two pages (circa 1812) at NLS and BL. 
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
